EDITORIAL NOTES. 


DurineG the debate on the Yukon 
railway deal there was no recognition 
by members of the government of the 
Edmonton route. On the contrary, 
iz the Commons Hon. Mr. Blair 
spoke of the future extension of the 
Stickine route to the coast at a point 
south of the most southerly point of 
Alaska, and in the Senate Hon. Mr. 
Scott spoke of its ultimate extension 
to Ashcroft, on the C. P. R.. Al 
ready the C. P. R. telegraph depart- 
ment are preparing to extend their 
line from Asheroft to the Stickine. 
This looks as if the government was 
not only committed in favor of the 
Stickiae route, but was committed 
against the Edmonton routes. 


While Canada 1s preparing to grant 
away its Alaska gold mines to aid a 
railway whose value depends on the 
good will of the United States, a 
United States senator is introducing 
legislation into congress to ensure 
that that country will continue to 
have a firm hold on the Yukon, in 
other words to harass Canadians in 
the navigation of the Stickine, their 
treaty right to which forms the basis 
of the Yukon railway deal. 


By the bargain with Mackenzie & 
Mann those gentlemen get the selec- 
tion of 85 blocks of land of six by 
twenty-four miles in the Yuken 
district and six years in which to 
make their selection. British Colum- 
bia is of much larger area than the 
Yukon, has been a field for prospec 
tors for nearly forty years, and 
included richer mires than any in 
the Klondike, and yet 85 locations 
of the size mentioned could be so 
located as to cover every mine of

on Friday evening, and the reply was 
No very 
remarkable features were develuped 
byit. While the opposition paid a good 
deal of attention to the preferential 
trade propositions of the government 
the discussion on that point was for 
argument’s sake, rather than with 
any definite purpose. Not so on the 
Stickine railway deal which came in 
for some very pointed criticism. There 
is every indication that the opposition 
intend to put up the fight of their 
lives on this point; and although it 
was said that Sir Charles Tupper 
favored the deal, it is now said that 
he will be united with the bulk of his 
followers in opposing it. However, 
he has not yet expressed himself. The 
allusions to the deal in the address in 
reply were not such as to provoke 
controversy. The superannuation, 
the franchise and other bills which 
were left over from last session will 
be pushed through this session ; and 
as far as the remarks of the opposition 
would indicate, they will not be 
seriously opposed. Although the 
order paper is covered with notices of 
motions and questions, none of them 
so far indicate any important line of 
action, but it is yet early in the day. 
The government’s evident intention 
is not to unduly prolong the session. 
The chief interest centres in the 
Yukon railway deal and as that has 
been placed first on the list of gov- 
ernment measures it is no doubt the 
intention to push it through as soon 
as possible. Once it is through—and 
there is every prospect that it will go 
through—interest in the sessici will 
be at an end and the rest of the 
business will be wound up quickly. 
The only drawback to the pushing 
through business is the Ontario elec- 
tions which are now on,and totake part 
in which the majority of the Ontario 
members on both sides hurried away 
last night, not to return until March 
Ist. In the meantime business will 
unquestionably drag, in the house. 

The bill authorizing the Stickine 
railway contract was introduced by 
the minister of railways on Tuesday 
last, in a most remarkable speech. 
Remarkable for the warmth with 
which it was delivered and for the 
avowed lack of knowledge by the 
minister of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the proposed railway and 
the bargain regarding it. The minis- 
ter declared that neither he nor the 
government had any idea whet was the

that is paying or that ever paid for 
working. Although the area of the 
Yukon district is very large, unless 
its rich gold deposits are very much 
more widely distributed than any- 
thing the world has yet seen, Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Mann’s 85 locations 
can cover every paying prospect found 
in that district during the next six 
years. This being the case what is 
there left to offer for the further 
extension of the proposed railway 
northward to the northern end of 
Teslin southward to the 
British coast, (both of 
which extensions are necessary if the

line is to be a success in reducing 
the cost of working and living in the 
Yukon, to a reasonable basis) to say 
nothing of the aid necessary to induce 
the building of the only all-Canadian 
route for the sole advantage of Cana- 
dian trade. People will naturally be 
anxious to hear how further railway 
construction in or towards the Yukon 
is to be provided for before granting 
practically all valuein the gold fields 
to the present enterprise, which, how- 
ever urgent it may be, is to say the 


least, incomplete. 
gs een an aes 
Nor the least misfortune of the 


government in its administration of 
the Yukon, is the character of the 
Ottawa correspondence which appears 
in the columns of its organs. In their 
anxiety to say the bes: that can be 
said the correspondents frequently say 
more than the circumstances justify. 
When the first hint of a shortage of 
food supplies at Dawson was given 
out the organs vociferated that this 
was impossible. For even if food 
supplies should be short the mounted 
police would see that no one went 
hungry. If ali else failed Major 
Walsh and his party would set mat- 
ters right. The situation accord- 
ing to letters received from Major 
Walsh’s party, dated in the latter 
end of December, is that the major is 
hung up for the winter less than half 
way from the coast to Dawson, that 
he is in imminent danger of a short- 
age of supplies, having lost a large 
part of those he was taking with him, 
and that not less than 1,000 men are 
tramping out from Dawson to the 
coast in order to avoid the starvatien 
that faced them if they remained. 
There is nothing in the situation that 
is any reflection on Major Walsh or 
the government, except by contrast 
with the announcements made, with 
what seemed to be official sanction. 
A case of “Save us from our friends,” 


Where those lands were to be located, 
or what were the conditions under 
which the Stickine was to be navigat- 


| ed by Canadian vessels through Unit- 


ee 


ed States Territory. An item in this 
morning’s Citizen mentions that Sir 
Richard Cartwright is going to Wash- 
ingten to arrange about this point. 
Not the least remarkable assertion of 
the minister was that the monopoly 
clause of the contract was forced upon 
the contractors by the government ; 
so great was their objection to having 
any access to the Yukon by other 
than exclusively Canadian Territory. 
The minister acknowledged that the 
Dalton trail offered the best engineer- 
ing route and it has since developed 
that the Rothschilds offered to build 
over the Dalton trail for 5,000 ucres 
of land per mile, as against the 
25,000 acres given to Mackenzie and 
Mann over the Stickine route; and 
that they refused to consider the pro- 
ject of building over the Stickine 
route even at the price offered Mac- 
kenzie & Mann. This dves not speak 
very well for the advantages of the 
latter route. There was an aniniated 
attack on the provisions of the con- 
tract by the leading speakers of the 
opposition, without reply from the 
government. The main debate will 
commence on Tuesday next. when the 
bill comes up for second reading. 


OTTAWA LETTER. 
Ottawa, Feb. 12, ’98. 


The Ontario provincial elections 
are in progress and are being run as 
strongly on the lines of the Dominion 
political parties as possible. The 
names tory sad grit are used in an 
useomplimentary sense, or almost as 
freely exchanged as if it were a Do- 
minion contest, and the Dominion 
parties are turning: out their strength 
almost as fully; That the Hardy 
government has xot as strong a hold 
upon the confidence of the peeple of 
the province as the Mowat govern- 
ment, goes without saying; but on 
the other hand the attacks of the 
opposition are woefully weak. Ata 
meeting held recently in Ottawa and 
addressed by Mr: Whitney, the leader 
of the loeal opposition, his main at- 
tack consisted in proof that the 
administration of the government was 
not perfect. As perfection is unat- 
tainable in this wicked world the 
proof that the Hardy government was 
not perfect amounted to nothing as a 
means of arousing popular feeling 
against them. For himself and for 
his own party Mr. Whitney had 
nothing to say. He did not take 
issue with the government on any 
line of poliey, and did not outline any 
policy on his own behalf. If he ex- 
pects to win it is on the very general 
principle that it is time for a change 
in local politics. His is evidently 
strictly a waiting game. A certain 
part of the government’s school policy 
was the only point on which he offer- 
ed effective criticism, that is effective 
as offering a tangible alternative. He 
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said that the common school system 
of Ontario was run mee as a pre- 
paratory course to the high schools, 
although 90 per cent. of the children 
atiending the common schools never 
went to any other school. This he 
held to be an abuse of the purposes 
of the common school to fit- child- 
ren for the place in life which they 
might naturally expect to fill. Under 
the present system the sehool existed 
not for the purpose of making quali- 
fied farmers, artizans or merchanis, 
but for the purpose of making school 
teachers, and professional men, when 
in the nature of things only a very 
small percentege of the pupils could 
be advantaged thereby; and if more 
than that small percentage sought the 
advantage the country at large was 
disadvantaged to that extent.- Mr. 
Whitney had only good to say of the 
facilities furnished for higher educa- 
tion, but the whole educational system 
should not be made secondary to that 
part of the system. Mr Whitney is 
entitled to eredit for his courage in 
attacking what is a most harmful mis- 
conception as te the proper object of 
the common schools,and if he had like 
criticisms to offer on other branches 
of the government’s policy he would 
be more deserving of success. 

The weather which was stormy and 
cold last week, is now rainy and 
slushy to the last degree.
